Please pardon me for not replying © 
to your note sooner but since I got back I have 
been swamped with all sorts of work. I suppose 
you refer to Crosby's No. 15 shown on Plate VII. 
This reverse with the large circle of stars comes 
with six other obverses, including a New Jersey 
shield and the Washington head. I note you state 
that the side with the stars beurs the date 1786; 
Crosby's illustrations show the date as 1785, 
and you state the obverse with eagle bears the 
date 1785 and Crosby's illustrations gives it as 
1786, 


I cannot tell you at all what the 
piece is worth. It is rare. Be careful, however, 
that is is not a Bolen as I think Bolen made a 
copy of this. Also, the piece has been electro- 
typed.
